MARINE LICENSES. 


REDUCTION OF THE FREES FOR EXAMINA- 
TION OF OFFICERS OF VESSELS, 
Specie. Otspaica to Tee Chicago Tribune. 

Wasninoton, D. C., April 18.—The Secretary 
of the Treasury has issued a circular Calling at- 
tention to the new law, approved April 5, 188, 
providing that each master, engineer, pilot, and 
mate licensed as therein provided, shall pay, for 
every certificate granted by any inspectur or 
inspectors, the sum ot 50 cents, and directing 
Supervising Inepectors of Steam Vessels as fol- 
lows: “Inspectors of steam vessels are bereby 
authorized to refund to all masters, engineers, 
pilots, and mates licensed on and since the date 
of the approval by the President of the Uaited 
States of the above amendment, all sums in ex- 
cess of 50 cents exacted from such officers for 
their licenses, taking duplicate receipts from 
each officer for the amount refunded, which re- 
ceipts should state, on their faces, the nume of 
the officer, the grade of the license, and the 
serial number, one of which receipts must be 
sent to the Treasury Department to be flied as 
evidence of the transaction. 
ON AND AFTER THE RECEIPT OF THIS 

CIRCULAR 

the fees charged for licenses will, in all cases, be 
in accordance with the statute as amenced. The 
form of licenses now in use, indicatusg the 
grade of officers, will be continued, and the de- 
partment desires to impress upon the officers of 
the lospection service the nevessity of a rigid 
examination of officers of all grades before 
granting licenses, and particularily those of the 
lower grades who desire promotion to the higher 
ones, who may be promoted to such desire sim- 
piy from the fact mat the fees for all grades are 
1 U ke.

The Owners of an Elevator in San Fran- 
cisco Charged with Detrauding Sev- 
eral Persons and Hanks. 

SAN Fnaxotsco, April 13.—Today the large 
warehouse of G. W. Floyd & Co. was closed by 
an attachment, and is now in the hands of the 
Sheriff. It is claimed the firm has been quietly 
perpetrating a gross swindie on creditors. A 
short time Fioyd & Co, borrowed $40,000 of 
the Nevada Bank and $21,00Uof the Pacilic Bank, 
giving as cullateral reeeipts made out by the firm 
of immense quantities of flour stored in the 
warehouse.

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Tug conviction of a large batch of gam- 
blers before Judge Gary proves that an hon- 
est and earnest effort can bring these fellows 
within the scope of the State law.

PROTECTION RUN MAD. 

There is nothing so intolerant or so blindly 
jealous as monopoly, and perhaps in the 
whole range of American monopolies there 
is none so intolerant or so blind as that en- 
gaged in the manufacture of steel. 

Charies W. and Frederick Siemens, two 
Englishmen, patented in England in Janu- 
ary; 1861, certain improvements on regener- 
ative furnaces used In making or producing 
open-hearth steel. These patentees obtained 
patents in the United States for the same 
processes in March 1864, which were re- 
newed in 1869. The English patents expired 
in January, 1875, since which time they have 
been free to all the world except in this 
country. In March, 1882, the American pa- 
tents expired, and they are now free in this 
country. Notwithstanding the expiration of 
the English patent in 1875, the patentees 
have been collecting large sums from 
American manufacturers. ‘Lhe royalty 
exacted. has been at the rate of 
$2.50 per ton of the steel produced, 
or, when licenses have been issued, the 
charge has been from $7,500 to $15,000 
per furnace, according to size. During 
1877-’78’79 and 80 it is claimed the American 
product has been 176,242 tons of crucible 
steel and 230,400 tons of open-hearth steel, 
of which aggregate about 400,000 tons of 
steel-has been made by the Siemens improve- 
ments, and on which $2.50 per ton has been 
collected as royalty. It is also stated that 
3,442,958 tons of Bessemer steel ingots have 
been reheated in the Semens furnaces, on 
which the same royalty was paid. In round 
numbers about $8,000,000 royaity have been 
paid in this country since the date when 
these English patents expired. In England 
about 738,000 tons of steel were produced by 
the Siemens process last year, but which 
paid no royalty under the expired patents. 
The Englishmen have been reaping a rich 
harvest from the protection-stricken and 
afflicted manufacturers in this country. 

Itis not surprising that, depending upon 
the avarice and credulity of the Americans 
whose minds have gone wild on the subject 
of protection, these English patentees have 
had a bill introduced into Congress granting 
them a renewal and an extension of their 
patents for seven years—that is, to continue 
to them a royalty, a gift, a bounty of more 
than a million of dollars a year upon an En- 
glish process that for more than seven years 
has been free in England and in every part

ground floor. 

The country generally have a large in- 
terest in this business of the cost of steel. 
We have already pointed out in Tux T- 
UNE the great demand for steelin the man- 
ufacture of barbed wire. The demand for 
barbed wire for fences will equal this year, 
perhaps, 100,000 tons, and the amount would 
be even greater if it were not for the enor- 
mous cost of the steel. The farmers of ‘the 
Northwest will watch with jealous care any 
legislation by Congress to increase or to per- 
petuate the shameless tax now levied by the 
Morrill “ war tariff” on steel, which war 
tax covers and applies to every form of man- 
ufacture in which steePis used.

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THE COOK COUNTY CONGRESSIONAL DIs- 
TR.CTS, 


The brilliant scheme for throwing all the 
Eighth Ward north of Taylor street (being 
three-fourths of the ward) Into the proposed 
new Third Congressional District has not a 
particle of merit. The Eighth Ward, which 
is overwhelmingly Democratic, properly be- 
longs with the Fifth, Sixth, and Seventh 
Wards. The part of the Eighth north ot 
Taylor street comprises about three-quarters 
of the ward. Without that part of the Eighth 
Ward which it is proposed to give to the 
Third District, the Second District would 
have but 138,000 population. The Third Dis- 
trict, with this part of the Eighth Ward and 
all of the Fourteenth, would have 185,968 
population. With part of the Fourteenth 
set off as in the first plan, and part of the 
Eighth, this district would have 153,814. The 
Fourth Congressional District, with that part 
of the Fourteenth Ward which it was first 
proposed to include in it would have 179,096 
population, the Congressional ratio being 
151,900. There can be no reasonable doubt 
as to the proper and natural division of Cook 
County into Congressional districts. The 
following plan answers every requirement 
as to population, contiguity, and political 
character: . ö 


First Distriot— First,. Second, Third, and Fourth 
Wards and the southern country tow includ- 
ing Riverside. Republican majority in 5, 759. 
Population, 135.941, nearly all citizens. 

Second District—Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, and 
Eigith Wards. Democratic majority, 6,832. 
Population, 163,409, and ove-third allens. 

Third Distriet—Ninth, Tenth, Eleventh, Tweifth, 
Thirteenth, and Fourteenth Wards. Republican 
majority, 5.762, Population, 160,851. 

Fourth District—Fifteenth, Sixteenth, Seven- 
teeath, and Eighteenth Wards, and ali the nortu- 
ern country towns exclusive of Kiverside.

This apportionment regards the division 
made by the North Branch of the river.

TENACIOUS LIFE OF FRAUDULENT CLAIMS. 

Though ostensibly an inanimate thing, a 
Government claim has more vitality than 
any creature in animate nature. It gener- 
ally outlives the man who originated it, and 
frequently the Government to which it is 
addressed. It has infihit variety, and every 
once in a while takes on a new shape, byt it 
grows larger, more tenacious, more power- 
ful, and more persistent with every metamor- 
phosis, Revolutionary claims are still pend- 
ing before the United States Government, 
and claims growing out of the War of the 
Rebellion will reach far into the next century. 
A claim is always an asset, and kept alive in 
family accounts. It is an inheritance which 
is urged by the most remote descendants so 
long as there is the smallest prospect for get- 
ting money out of the Government. The judi- 
icial power of the courts, the Executive veto, 
the condemnation of Congress, public denun- 
ciation, and all influences of Government and 
society are alike impotentin the attempt to 
smother it. It is revived in some new form 
and at some unexpected time; there is al- 
ways new evidence forthcoming; there are 
always new propositions for compromise and 
new temptations to those in power. 

Some of the most impertinent and harass- 
ing, as well as the most worthless, of claims 
urged against the American Goverument are 
those which grew\out of the agreement 
made by the United' States Government to 
recognize and protect the validity of the 
Mexican land-grants in California, Two of 
these, old enough to have been torgotten by 
most of the newspaper-readers of today, 
have recently been resurrected and brought 
up for consideration in a materialized farm 
that would scarcely be recognized by their 
original. sponsors. One is known as the 
Santitllar claim, and the other was 
formerly familiar to the public as 
the McGarrahan claim. Both are based 
upon fraudulent Spanish grants, the for- 
mer covering a valuable portion of the 
City of San Francisco and the latter the New 
Idria quicksilver mines in California and a 
large adjacent tract ot land. Both claims 
long since exhausted the resources of Con- 
gress, the departments, and the courts, and 
fraud has been indelibly stamped upon 
them. Let the present owners of this claim 
now come forward in a generous spirit and 
declare their willingness to leave the owners 
of San Franciseo property and the New Idria 
Mine in quiet possession; all they ask is that 
they may be permitted to take out scrip for 
Government land elsewhere, to be equal in 
value, at the maximum land rates, to the 
value of the property covered by their claims. 
This settlement would give the MeGarrahan 
crowd between eight and ten million acres 
of public land, and the other coneern, which 
is now an incorporated company of Penn- 
sylvania, nearly as much more. The one

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THE anes PARITY OF FRANCE 


BIG. 

It now appears as if the Republican party 
in France might break in pieces of its own 
weight, like a chain stretched across a river. 
It ig sa enormous as to be unwieldy, so 
strong as to be weak, and the prospect is, 
that, while republicanism will still rule 
France, it will not be the republicanigm of a 
unit, but of a fraction, and, as between these 
contending fractions, nearly equal in 
strength, that the Government must be ex- 
posed to constant change. France has 
drifted away so far from the monarchical 
idea that there is no danger of a return to it, 
but she now appears to be drifting away 
from the parliamentary idea also. 

A striking instance of these changes is 
told by the Paris correspondent of tne Pall 
Mall Gazette. It is but a few weeks since 
M. Gambetta lost the Premiership, and yet 
the restless, contending elements are already 
so shaping themselves that some very slight 
cause may elevate him again to the position 
he so suddenly lost. The new Minister, M. 
de Freycinet, in a recent debate went so far 


in one direction as to anger the Left. To re- 


gain his lost ground he brought in a bill for 
the abolition of the oath administered to 
jurors. It did not appease the Left and it 
angered the Right. Should the animosity go 
80 far as to cause a junction of Right and 
Left, M. de Freycinet must of necessity fall 
between the two stools. 

M. Gambetta has been shrewd enough to 
avail himself of the opportunity to attempt 
to get a majority in the bureaux of the Budget 
Committee. If he should succeed in getting 
the majority and elevate himself to the Presi- 
dency of the Budget Committee, he would 
have a portfolio, He would be able to check 
every credit the Government might desire to 
have, and-he would occupy his old position 
in Parliament from which he dominated 
every Cabinet from 1876 to 1879. The Ga- 
zette’s cofrespondent gives a curious picture 
of the combinations and complications in the 
Assembly, which resembles a bear-garden 
more than it does a Parliament. One sec- 
tion of the Radical Left has joined the Op- 
portunists in support of M. Gambetta, and 
against them is a faction called the Elysians. 
The Right has no leve for M. Léon 
Say, the Minister of Finance, but 
it hates M. Gambetta and is ready at any 
time to desert M. de Freycinet. The Ex- 
treme Left hates M. Gambetta and it also 
hates the whole Cabinet. The Conservatives 
are blown about by every wind of doctrine. 
The Extreme Left is splitinto groups. The 
Radical Left is traversed by half-a-dozen 
splits. M. Gambgtta’s own party is liable to 
split at any time. Every member of the 
Centre has an individual opinion and no 
principle. Even tge Cabinet is hota unit 
and has no influence on the majority in the 
Chamber. M. de Freycinetis at loggerheads 
with M. Léon Say, the Minister of Finance, 
and M. Ferry, the Minister of Instruction, 
thinks he ought to be at the head of it, while 
none of the members like to be directed by 
M. de Freycinet. In view of such a situation 
Ot. things, the Gazette’s correspondent says: 


Disigtegration is just now the word to charac- 
terte the political situation. How long it will 
last [do not venture to predict, or how it will 
end Ishall not attempt to forecast. But two 
things are manifest: the impossibility of a Gov- 
ernment approximating to tne acobin or 
monarchical ideai, and the impotence of Parlia- 
ment to get through the work required of it. 
The one-man system will not do, however dis- 
guise. Parliamentary government is not the 
thing either. Perhaps the solution of the dif- 
ficuity may be found in some kind of provincial 
bome rule, in the direcuon of which the uni- 
versal railway passes accorded to legisiators 
may prove the Urst step: As things stand, a 
solid majority is not to be found anywhere, and 
do not believe the serutin d arrondissement is 
to blame for this. 

In the French Chambers the two principal 


parties are Conservatives and Radicals, The 
last election so completely crushed the Ultra- 
montanes and Monarchists that they are ab- 
solutely powerless. The situation, then, may 
be realized if we Imagine the Republicans in 
ourown House of Representatives divided 
into ten or a dozen tactions, with Conserva- 
tives at top and rampant Communists at bot- 
tom, each with its own leader, and each con- 
tending for a different principle, the Demo- 
cratic minority being powerless, We must 
further imagine our Cabinet all torn up with 
dissensions, each criticising the other’s 
policy, each jealous of the other, and none 
of them havug any influence with his 
party in the House. It such were the pros- 
pect before the Republicans of the country, 
it would appear to them asif the party were 
going to “the demnition bowwows.” It may be 
that the French people, who are never settled 
upon anything except uncertainties, can 
safely stand this constant restlesness and 
change, and that revolutions of factions and 
changes of Ministry every few weeks con- 
stitute their normal condition. A similar 
condition here would necessitate a heroic 
remedy or the party would go to pieces, and 
the minority would easily take its place. If 
the French Republic had a minority strong 
enough to threaten the majority and keep it 
compact, it would be more healthy, but as 
things stand now the only remedy is for 
France to be all Conservative or all Radical 
—with this danger: that if Radicalism should 
gain the ascendency, chaos might ensue. 
The danger of France lies in being too Re- 
publican. 
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Epwarp Kidd, the well-informed corre- 
spondent of the Boston Journal, writes to 
that paper from Paris, March 28, a descrip- 
tion ot the debate in the Chamber on Ameri- 
can pork. In spite of all the declarations of 
the Academy of Medicine and other learned 
bodies to the effect that there was no more 
danger from eating American pork than 
there wouldgbe from American beef, the 
law passed by the Chamber, while it re- 
moves the decree, insists upon the micro- 
scopic examination, and every member of the 
Ministry voted for it. It is understood that 
the bill was rushed through by the pressure 
of the people ef Nantes, who were anxious 
to protect thé pork-packers of that place. 
The following are the essential features of 
the law: 

Salted pork from foreign countries, belonging 
to the type known in commerce under the name 
* Fully -Cured,” may be imported into France at 
points of the lang or sea frontier to be decided 
upon by decree. At the time of landing te im- 
porters must see that ft be proven that the 
meats they propose to offer to commerce answer 
to the class indicated above; that they are 
sound, io perfectly nealthy condition, and that 
the curing nas been complete. The examina- 
ion is to be made by special experts. (Here 
comes in the microscopic brigade.) These ex- 
ports are to be numinated by the Minister of 
Commerce, who shall have the right to prescribe 
such a meteod of exawination us be may con- 
sider necessary. The expense of this inspection 
service must be paid by the importers, accord- 
ing to condiuons which shall be the object of a 
Goverumentaireguiauon. The customs service 
must not allow meat to be removed until a cer-

open up the opportunity, to overload the 
mails with deadhead t of every de 
scription for the benefit of Congressmen and 
their friends, This Senate amendment was 
voted down in the House Committee, but it 
was brought before the House in order that 
there might be a more general expression of 
opinion on the subject. It is creditable to 
that body that the vote against reviving the 
old system in any shape was almost unani- 
mous, and the circumstance illustrates once 
more that the members of the House are 
nearer to the people and have more respect 
for popular sentiment than the members of 
the Senate. 

Several of the comments made by mem- 
bers show how great an injustice to the peo- 
ple would be involved in the restoration of 
the old-time franking system. It was con- 
ceded that the present Congressional allow- 
ance of $125 a year in addition to the regu- 
lar salary is ample to cover the expenses of 
extra stationary and postage, This state 
ment is confirmed collaterally by the fact 
that the report of the Sergeant-at-Arms shows 
this extra allowance is consumed for the 
most part, not by stationery and postage 
stamps, but by faney toilet articles and 
articles de virtu ordered by Congressmen. 
Ofcourse the rightis not denied to Con- 
gressmen to use this allowance as they 
please, but while they employ it to 
gratify personal tastes or to make 
presents to their friends, there is cer- 
tainly no claim upon the public to 
pay, in addition thereto, for their personal 
postage. It was freely admitted that Con- 
gress and the country were formerly scanda}- 
ized by the abuses of the franking privilege, 
and there is no evidence of any such im-

The most important argument against a 
restoration of the franking privilege is to be 
found in the hope that the Post-Offlee Depart- 
ment may be made self-sustaining upon even 
a lower rate of postage than at present. Mr. 
Hill, of New Jersey, reminded his colleagues 
that this was the proisise in the Republican 
platform of 1872, when the repeal of the 
franking privilege was. pledged as a neces- 
sary concession to public indignation against 
prevailing abuses. The time is close at 
hand when, with economical and et- 
ficient management of the postal service, 
letter-postage may be reduced to two cents 
without subjecting the Government to any 
deficiency. The accounts of the Post-Office 
Department showed a surplus of nearly half 
a million dollars for the last six months of 
1881 over the expenses. It is believed by 
many persons that a further reduction in the 
charges for postal service would be followed 
by such an increase of business as to fully 
offset the abatement in charges. At all 
events, it is only necessary to maintain the 
surplus reported during the six months of 
last year to make the experiment of a reduc- 
tion in rates warrantable. But if, just at this 
time, tlie mails were to be loaded down with 
unpaid matter, and the expenses thereby in- 
creased without any increase of revenue, the 
reduction in postage would be postponed in- 
definitly. The truth is, as Gen. Browne, of 
Indiana, intimated, that about % per cent of 
the stuff called public documents ought to 
be cut off from the printing bills, and money 
saved both in printing and in the postal 
service, 
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Ir seems to us that it is not necessary for 
Gov.

Crittenden to defend his course, 
as some of the morbid and maudlin admirers 
of Jesse James are doing, he deserves the 
thanks of every peaceable, law-abiding per- 
son in the country for making it safe to 
travel through the State of Missouri. It is 
time there were an end of this sickening 
sentimental swash that is written about 
criminals. It is time that honest people had 
some rights.

Tue members of the House at Springfield 
who are opposing the appointment of a 
Criminal Law Reform Commission are actu- 
ated by the meanest of motives. They fear 
that the commission may draft a bill which 
the next Legislature will adopt in whole or 
part, and that the enactment of amendments 
to the code of criminal procedure will have 
the effect of reducing their criminal law 
practice. Chafee & Co., who are fighting 
the Governor’s recommendations, apprehend 
that many of the class of rascals who live 
by depredations on the community will emi- 
grate, and that hundreds of the criminal 
classes will keep away from LIllinois—will 
give our cities and towns a wide berth, and 
ply their felonious trades in other sections of 
the Union where tne criminal laws are looser 
and more easily evaded. It they do this—if 
they keep out of the State—the “successful 
eriminal lawyers” will make less money, as 
they will have fewer felon clients to de- 
fend and their business at beating jus- 
tice will be less flourishing. Members 
actuated by motives so utterly selfish and base 
should be kicked out of any legislative body. 
They are morally unfit to be representatives 
of any other than the criminal classes, and 
have no business to be holding seats in halls 
where laws are made for the protection of 
honest men and quiet and peaceable citizens.

BOYCOTTING. 


A Miembertof the Grand Jury Which 
Acquitted Mic™iullin for Sheoting a 
Priest Being Boycotted by the Irish.

Some Statistics Relative to the Small- 
Pox Plague in the State. 


Vaccination in the Schools Very General 
Throughout the Counties. 


The regular quarterly session of the Illincig 


State Board of Health opened in Club-Room No. 
4of the Grand Pacific Hotel at 10 o'clock yes- 
terday. 

The members present were Drs. J. H. Rauch, 
John McLean, A. L. Clark, W. A. Haskell, Dr. 
Bateman, and Assistant Secretary Dr. Frank 
Reilly. 

In the absence of the President Dr. McLean 
was elected Chairman. 

The request of Dr. Rose, of Princeton, to be 
examined orally as to hig competency to receive 
a certificate was granted.

THE SECRETARY PRESENTED 


bis quarteriy report, which contained the fol- 
lowing facts in respect tu the status of the small- 
pox epidemic: The disease since the last meet- 
ing had appeared at twenty-six new points, 
making a total of 168 infection-ventresin sixty- 
two counties during the past five months, 
or since it was declared epidemic. It had been 
reimported into seven places where the first 
outbreak had been suppressed. In Rock Island, 
Ottawa, and Paris it was introduced by immi- 
graots from Euvrope,who landed from the steam- 
— Hermano and came inland via Baltimore: 
and Cases among passengers by the same steam- 
er had also appeared in Chicago. it was con- 
cluded tbat the vessel itself was infected, inas- 
much as the speed of the contagion among her 
passengers bad been so widespread and ex- 
traordinary. It was considered by the Secre- 
tary and members of the board that these 
outbreaks could have been prevented by 
vaccination of the passengers before 
their . embarkation. It was found that 
certain groups of cases at Macon and Galena, 
and in Sneiby and Macon Counties, originated 
from infected tramps. report asserted that 
if vaccination had been as generally resorted to 
at Urst as it was whenit became a necessity, 
there would have been no epidemic, and that 
the only eure safeguard against a future visita- 
tion of the disease was in the naturai prevent- 
ive of vaccination. At the present time there 
were probably a million persons in the State who 
bad not been recently protected, a large major- 
ity of medi were liabie to cuntract the disease 


if ex 

Outside the city the disease still exists in 
thirty-one different localities, but the material 
for its general spread wus thought to be steadily 
becoming less, ow:ag to the willingness of the 
poorer and more ignorant classes of people to 
accept vaccipation. In the majority of the ro- 
maining Causes the disease is contined to the sec- 
tons first attacked. Where it spreads it may 
always be traced to failure, negiect, or refueal 
of vaccination, causes which now operate more 
generally in the country than in the towus and 
cities, and which fact accounts for the new in- 
fection points of the past six weeks. 

In the matterof vaccination statistics the re- 
port states that owing to very recent dis- 
tribution of vaccination bianks, the returns are 
not ay large, but estimates that not far from 
2.000, persons have been vaccinated in the 
State during the past fitteen months, the brief 
period covered by the returns. The report cites 
the satisfactory results during the past few 
months as proof ot the virtue of vaccinal pro- 
tecuon. Returns from 4,373 public schools show 
that 208,530 pupils have been vaccinated within 
the past year. Judging from these ros it is 
the vpinion of the Secretary that if thé material 
which they afford were analyzed and 
coliated they would form an invaluable contri- 
bution to the statistics of vaccination. Such a 
tabulation is proposed to be presented in the 
next annual re In the explanation of the 
delay in issu forms for vaccination and 
smail-pox reporta the Secretary refers to the 
demands upon the State Printer caused by the 
special session of the Legisiature. In connec-

A General Advanee in the Produce Mar- 


kets, and the Shorts Heip Along the 

Boom— Another Way to Suppress Cor- 

ners~A Boxed Meat Squeeze in Pros- 

pect Across the Water. 

Od Change everything was booming yester- 
day. Wheat and corn advanced sharply, and 
the other markets followed their heels closely. 
The shorts were badly scared by the strong tone, 
and added to it materially in their frantic 
efforts to get in out of the wet. The 
trading was heavier than for days past, and 
the noise broke out so treely at times as to re- 
mind one of the boisterous days of last Septem- 
ber. Big orders to buy came from every quarter, 


many seeming to take the long side simply be- 


cause it appeared to be the most fashionable. 
The veteran broker pointed out that July wheat 
(No.2 spring) was $1.23%, while winter wheat 
for the same month was $1.12%, as proof of the 
unnatural state of affairs. The April deal was 
dead stili at FI SKL, and May elosed at 
$1.28%. May corn rose from 76% to 780, and 
closed at 77™%c. Corn is higher than it has been 
since 1874, yet that committee has not 
been called.

Prior 
to January last tnis organization was practically 
unknown in the West, and, as is usual in such 
cases, its methods and objects were greatly mis- 
understood and invariably misstated. Four 
months ago Mr. Miles McPadden, of Pittsburg, 
the Chief Organizer of the Knights of Labor, 
came West. His mission was to disseminate the 
doctrines of the organization among working- 
men and to bring all the trades unions 
In this object he suc 
his most sanguine ex- 
pectations, and today Chicago ranks next 
to Pittsburg in the number of workingmen 
affiliated with the Knights. Recent labor move- 
ments and the possibility of conflicts between 
labor and capital foreshadowed thereby have 
directed public attention to the doings of the 
knights, and a statement of their aims and ob- 
jects and the present condition of the organiza- 
tion will be in order. A reporter of Taz TRIB- 
Ung in his inquiries among workingmen on the 
subject fouad that so far as statistics were con- 
cerned little could be ascertained.

CONGRESSIONAL. 
Special Dispatch to Ths Civicaco Tribune, 
Sprinerie tp, DL, April ,13.—Something has 
been done at last. The joint Republican caucus 
has adopted a Congressional Apporuonment bill, 
and the next thing in order is to get it into each 
House and pass it. It is a matter of votes from 
thés time on, and Republican votes at that, for 
no one sériousiy expects any belp from the 
Democrats. The absentees will now be cailed 
in, the two or three possible sorebeads driven 
into line, and, making due allowances for Dem- 
ocratic filibustering, the work will move along 
as rapidiy as possible.

German was by no means intended 
to be i imimical to the tongue. of 
the country, but simply as an & - 
plishment and advancement in popular 
educatiag. He thought, therefore, that German 
should be täugut frow the lowest grade up, and 
pred.cted mut when it wasonce given a fair trial 
the public at large would be y toe ackoowl- 
edge its benefits, and to applaud those who bad 
been instrumental in giving it the piace it de- 
served. He closed by moving the adupdon of 
the report. © 

Inspector Curran wanted to know what the 
extra cust of carrying out the recommenda- 
tions of the report would amount to. 

Inspector Floto replied it would amount 
to nothmsg. P 

Inspector Keith was opposed to the report, 
because to adopt it would be to hin- 
der. the regular the 
toird and fourth grades. These grades, 
he contended, were already overcrowded, and he 
did not see how it would be possidle to introduce 
any new study or studies in these grades with- 
out embarrassing the education of thé childrea 
in the commoner branches. The matter of ex- 
pense, too, should be considered, especially 
since the appropriauon for school purposes for 
the yeur wus scarcely adequate to push the 
present studies. To adopt the report wonid 
necessitate the employment of a great many ad- 
didonal teacuers, he though, apd tne city’s 
unances would not admit of it at this time. e 
was in favor of German, but it was quesdonabie 
with him whether the teaching of it could be 
extended under the circumstances. 

Inspector Kraus was of the opinion that things

amended that it would not operate in the sev- 
enth and eighth grades. 

In answer to questions by Inspector Curran 
it appeared that thirty-five teachers were em- 
Dioyed teaching German; that 4,500 scholars 
were being taught the language in the schou 
and chat from 7,000 to 10,000 cvildren were out o 
school for the want of school accommodations. 

Superintendent Howland, in answer to ques- 
tions, said the effect of the adopuon of thé res- 
olutlens or report would. in his opinion, be to 
empiey a large number of pew teachers, which 
ne did not think the finances of the schools 
would admit of. 

Inspector Bridge was in favor of doting away 
with the Optional studies entirely, yet he would 
not ‘seriously object to théir continuance if it 
could be done under certain ‘yestricuions. He 
was not prepared, therefure, to vote for the re- 
port as it stood. 

fter some further discussion, Inspector 
Kraus moved as an amendment to the motion of 
Inspector Dunne—to rescind the rule as to Ger- 
mau in the seventh and eighth grades—that all 
optional studies be included, and the motion 
prevailed, as follows;

TELEGRAPHIC PROGRESS. 


Testing a New Main Line Sounder—A 
Delicate Instrument ef Unusnval Sus- 
ceptibility Compining Three Different 


Powers. 

New York Herald, April 1. 

A curious little instrument, ticking loudly and 
fast, was the centre of attraction in the Western 
Union Telegraph office one evening last week. 
It was a main line sounder,” the firstof its 
kind that does away With the local batteries, 
and as such a genuine source of wonderment to 
operators and electricians. All the. telegraphic 
sound instruments of the world are now owned 
under one patent, and the efforts of the ex- 
perimenters have not been able to devise any- 
thing to save the expense of local batteries 
without infringing on this patent. It is u some- 
what curious fact that the laveutor ot the 
„main line sounder” now being tested in the 
Dey street office, is not connected with any tel- 
enraph company, nor is hea professionali elec- 
trician. Mr. Charies G. Burke, the inventor, is 
a resident of this city, and has just returned 
from Washiagton, where he has applied for a 

teat. 

At the present time telegraphing by sound is 
effected what is known us a relay and sound- 
er. The former is an instrument coustructed 
with special — — to susceptibility— that is, 
it is easily 8 by weak currents. in other 
words, the sina oe of electricity which 
can be transmit over a wire of 200 miles and 
more in length is not, ordinarily, sufficient to 
produce a movement of the armature lever or 
striking part of a sounder with sutliment force 
to create a sound loud enough to enable the 
signal given to be read, but is enough to move 
the delicate lever ofarelay. By the movement 
of the armature lever of the relay the power of 
a battery viaced in the receiving ohe of the 
company is sent through a wire coniined to the 
otfice, to a sounder having what is Known as a 
magnet of iow resistance—that is, a magnate 
wound by a short, coarse Wire, through which 
the current freely passes. By this means the 
full power of the local buttery acts through 
the sounder and clicks loud 
enough to be distinguished. 
It wil de seen as messages are 
now sent and received two batteries and two dis- 
tinct instruments are needed—the main lise 
— nays to operate the relay and the local bat- 

tery to operate the sounder. The operator send- 
ing a message uses a key, the key cloves a cirvuit 
or joins the separate purts of the wire, the pow- 
er of the battery passes over the closed wire 
into the magnet of the relay, the relay magoet 
attracts its armature, the armature draws the 
lever, the lever closes the circuit of the local 
battery and chen tae power of the local battery, 
acting through the magnet of the sounder, 
moves the lever or hammer of the sounder and 
produces a sound which gives the desired signal. 

In the present system the relay and local bu 
tery are entirely dispensed with and only 
muin line battery and sounder employed. The 
sounder is of @ peculia: construction. Two 
magnets of bigh resistunce are employed. One 
is placed on one side of the lever and oe on the 
other. The lever bemg pivoted“ the centre, 
both magnets, although attract in — 
directions, tend to move the lever in one direc- 
tion oniy, and the power of both magnets is, 
therefore, utilized at the same moment 
by tne employment of the same electric impulse 

for the same pur The position of the 
maguets and lever greatly increases the effect of 
the current on the lever, as the weight of the 
lever is made auxiliary to the power of the mag- 
nets in the down or initial stroke of the lever or 
hammer. The up stroke of the lever s secured 
by a retract spring of great force, much 
more powerful than is ordinarily used, and the 
power or tension of this spru is kept fixed. In 
opposition to this retracting spring is another 
powerful spring, whose tension is ju the line of 
the attraction ot the magnets, and which cao be 
increased Or diminished at the pleasure of the 
operator.

VILLARD’S SCHEME. 


Probability of Grain Elevators Being 
Established in the North. 
San Francisco Chrontele. 

During the past three weeks George B. Mal- 
lory. a well-know civil engineer of New York 
City, accompanied by Frederic MacDonoell 
Evanson of London and C. W. Stoughton as bis 
assistants, has been on a cruise of investigation 
through Oregon and Wasbington Territory in the 
interest of Heary Villard, the President of the 
North Pacific Railroad, for the purpose of as- 
certaining the grain resources o country, 
and to determine the practioabil@ of shipping 
wheat in bulk instead of in sacks, as is now 
done. He remarked last night: 

“Tam just now on my way to New York to 
report to Villard, after having traveled 3,000 
miles through the northern country. I found 


ali along the route a splendid grain country, 
one far above my expectations.” 

The principal ol ject ef your visit was to in- 
vestigate the quality of grain and ascertain if it 
could not be shipped East or to Europe in 
bulk? quesuoned bis interlocutor. 

“Yes; and on that proposition I will report 
favorably, asl bave examined the grain and 
tind it of a much dryer and better quality than 
Eastern. But in speaking of this scheme to the 
people of the country they insisted that it could 
not be done, — they advanced no sub- 
stantial reasons ow to ship this grain in 
buik it will be necessary for Villard to carry 
into execution his idea of establishing grain ele- 
vetore at all the principal stations along the line 
of the North Pacific.” 

De tuste any advantage in this elevator sys- 
tem over the sacking?”’ 

“A great one. The farmers along the road 
can transport their wheat to the elevator just 
as they take it from the fleid. It is then cleaned 
and loaded in bulk in cars and sent through on 
the road. If taken toa vessel it can then be 
sacked. This sacking can be done at the rate of 
500 cars in tea hours by means of steam shov- 
2 two men unloading a carina very short 
time.’ 

“Why cannot the grain be ship on the ves- 
sel in bulk?” * 

It is my opinion that that can be done, 
though there is anocher objection raised, some 
saying that the wheat is certain to get wet. 
But I do not thing it would materially injure it 
since wheat, when subjected to moisture, forms 
a waterproof crust that protects it.’ 

* What is Viliard’s object in establishing these 
elevators? 0 

“ For the reason that the system is more eco- 
nomical, the expense of contingent draying and 
sacking is saved, while the transportation is 
materially facilitated. I bave visited the coun- 
try along the road as far as Spokane Falls, neur 
the Idaho line, and fiua everywhere a dry quali- 
ty of grain, much better than I expected, and 
kuow that if the Kastern graincan be handled 
successfully by the elevators, this surely can. 
This facilitating of shipments must also tend to 
the interest of the farmers, inasinuch as it will be 
handied by responsibie firms; a larger advance 
will be paid on it, while during the time it leaves 
the farmers’ bands until it arrives at its destina- 
non it is insured, being, as it were, a part of the 
elevator. The best points for the elevators now 
are Portland, Walia Walla, Dayton, Corvailis, 
and New Tacoma. To these places a large quan- 
tity of wheat finds its way. As the country Alis 
up additional elevators will be bulit.”’ 

Mr. Mallory also stated that fully 250,000 tons 
of wheat would be shipped from Oregon and 
Wushington Territory this year, and in the two 
years to come not less than 150.000 tons. He 
spoke encouragingly of the prospects of the 
country, and numated that San Francisco 
would receive ber share of the wheat export.

HOW HE KILLED HER. 


A Husband's Trials with a Termagant 
Wife, 
Hartford Courant. 

It is not often that a more remarkable story is 
heard in a court-room than was told last week 
by Lawyer C. J. Lansing, of Eureka, Nev., on 
trial for the killing of his wife. When he took 
the witness-stand, the grief in his tace hushed 
the bar and the spectators into a pitying silence. 
He begun by declaring that he had consented to 
say what he would have to say about the dead 
only upon the urgent requirement of his coun- 
sel, and for the sake of his daughter. Then he 
gave the jury the history of his married life. 
Ever since 1864 it bad been, he said, wretched 
in all wa His wife took to liquor. She 
was a powWerful woman—fully bis equal in 
strength. When drunk, she was violent, fero- 
cious. She repeatedly attacked him, threaten- 
ing to kill him, and, as be believed at the time, 
meaning to carry out ber threat. She threw 
rocks at his bead, poured builing water on him, 
tried on several occasions to stab bim with the 
carving knite, once at jeast drawing biood. She 
foliowed him into court, making such a disturb- 
ance that the police had to remove her by force. 
She burst into bis office and beat bim over the 
head with a rawhide till the biood streamed 
down his face. She beat bis little daughter with 
an iron poker. 1 felt like iettine loose ail 
bolds,”” be said, “and I drank heavily too.” 
Once or twice be decided to leave her; once he 
bought poison, and wa- on the point of swallow- 
ing it when he thought of his daughter and 
threw it away.

OUR DAILY MEAT. 


Heavy Advance iu the Actual Neces- 
sarics of Life, with a Slight Let-Off in 
the Fancy Dry-Goods Line — Brisk 
Fereign Competition in the Home 
Market for Beef—The Cost of Living 
in This Free Land Tremeudoasly Ag- 
gravated by the High Tariff, 

Cincinnati Enquirer. * 

New Ton. April II.— One of the distur 
things in the passing economy is the high price 
of the necessaries of life—wheat, beef, gro- 
ceries. That has something to do with the great 
strikes that are starting all over the country, 
notwithstanding labor was out of employment 
s0 many years,and is just beginning to have 
plenty of work again. I went in to see Mr. 
Heury Clair, of the Metropolitan Hotel, New 
York, a day or two ago, and found him talking 
with bis butcher, Mr. Biniker. I heard Mr. 
Biniker say: Tue hotels will haye to put up 
their prices again.” 

“Why is that so?” said J. 

“Because,” said thé butcher, “they can't 
stand the present rates of beef. Beef is higher 
| than it has been for fifteen years. I predict 
that loins will go up to 30 cents a pound and ribs 
to 22 cents.” 

Do you mean that will be the price at retail?’ 

“No. I mean it will be the price the butchers 
will bave to charge the hotels to which they sell 
beef in buik and in largé quantities. You see, 
the hotels take the best part of the beet, and 
the butchers have to look to them to pay the 
whole profit on the animal. If you cut out of 
your own body the part below the ribs and 
above the hips, which is the loin, it will be that 
portion of the beef which we diepose of to the 
hoteis. The restof the animal has to be sold 
for less than it costs us.“ 

Mr. Clair spoke up: “ Now, when we have the 
Grana Hotel at Saratoga open next July, we will 
be taking 1.800 pounds of beef a day, and that 
bill alone will be $4,000 a week. 

“How do you account for the bigh price ‘of 
beef?’ [ asked the butcher. 

“ Well, | would like somebody to explain that 
to me, roplied Mr. Biniker. “1 suppose it is 
partly attributable to the very larxe export of 
beef from this country to Europe, and tue in- 
creasing prices it commands ou tite other side, 
„ which to some extent regulates prices here.“ 

Tel him.“ said Mr. Clair, how much beef is 
bringing in Eugtand.“ 

Well, said the butcher, beef afew days ago 
sold at Deptford, Eogiand, for 8 pence u pound, 
taking out merely the offal. That is 16 cents a 
pound for the auimal eomplete, except his en- 
trails and biood. Now, you can imagine tne 

rice of that beef when they come to cut it up. 

fet Euglaad is taking huge quantities of beef 
ut that price. lam paying bigher prices than 
ever before. I bought ninety-tbree live beeves 

atew days ago, and they cost me over 814,000. 

A good, big beef, such as I have to pick out of a 

herd forjmy customers, costs me nearly $140 at 

the present day. 

Has transportation got anything to do with 
the high price:“ 

“It may have something to do with it,” said 
the butcher. “The lowest rate you can bring a 
live beef from Chicago to New York for is @ 
cents per 100 pounds. It runs from that up to 75 
and 8 cents per 100. Now, the smallest beeves 
weigh 800 pounds, and we never buy tiem 
weighing lees than 1,200 pounds, and from that 
1 Ain 2.000 pounds, so that it will cost from $6 to 
$i2 to baul a butcbering steer.” 

24 Do you buy all your beef at Chicago?” 

“Yes. We do not consider that there is any 
good beef between Chicago and New York for 
our purposes.” 

“is it the grass that makes the beef superior 
out there?’ 

“No, it is the corn. We do not use cattle for 
fine market purposes that are fed on gross. 
They will do for the people in agricultural re- 
gions off in Texas or Kausas, but all our beef is 
ied on corn, poured out to them in the grazing 
— or in the barn, audit goes right into the 


“ Are not the rates ot shi beet to Euro

THE FRANKING PRIVILEGE. 


No Restoration of the Corrupt Old Abuse. 

Wasainoron, D. C., April 11.—There was a 
short but iateresting discussion in the House 
today of the Senate amendment to the Post- 
Office bill restoring the franking privilege to 
Senators and Representatives. The Appropria- 
tion Committee had recommended non-coneur- 
rence in the amendment, but Mr. Cannon said 
that before a vote should be taken the com- 
mittee would be glad to have such an expression 
of opinion by the House as would leave no 
doubt as to the position of that body respecting 
the matter. The bill would probably be sent to 
a committee of conference, and it was desirable 
that the House conferees should know before- 
band what they ought to do in regard to this par- 
icular amendment. 

ln respouse to Mr. Cannon’s invitation there 
was a very general expression of opinion. Mr. 
Robesun opposed the franking privilege on let- 
ters as a violation of the epirit of free govern- 
ment, while he defended the use of the frank to 
cover public documents, etc. Willlam E. Rob- 
inson thought it a great bumbug” to refuse to 
grant this little boon, when at the same time a 
Congressman can send free of postage carioads 
of books every day. Mr. Cannon produced some 
Statistics to show that, of the 174, 000, 0 pounds 
of mail matter carried last year, only 4 per ce nt 
was matter paying letter postage. He estimated 
that the letters yearly sent by Senators and 
Congressmen would weigh 9.000 pounds, and if 
sent free the postal revenues would thereby be 
reduced say 0. 0 a year. Mr. Cannon forgot 
that the moment a Congressman’s frank became 
good ou a letter the mails of Congressmen would 
begin to increase in an astounding ratio. 

Mr. Hill, of New Jersey, opposed the proposi- 
tion as one the effect of which would be to re- 
store the frankiog privilege in its very worst 
fofm. What the people demand. said Mr. Hill, 
is cheaper postage for all, not free postage for a 
few. In the National piatform of 1872 the Re- 

ublican party had pledged itself to repeal the 

ranking privilege, and as soon as practicable to 
reduce the rates of postage. The first promise 
it had kept, and the time had pow come to re- 
deem the other. He read statistics to show that 
the postal revenues of the last six months of 
1881 showed a net surplus of nearly a half miil- 
jou dollars. There wus no excuse, therefore, for 
longer delay in redeeming the piedge made ten 
years ago. Mr. Hill also recalled the fuct that, 
when the franking privilege was urst grauted 
to Congressmen, they each received in 
salar only $3800 for a short session 
and $1,500 fora long session, while the rate of 
postage was from six to eight times as bigh as it 
is now. Mr. Updegraff, of Ohio, in opposing the 
proposition, deciared that there is no reason to 
believe that Congressmen are avy better now 
than they were formerly, and that to restore the 
fraoking privilege would be to restore ail the 
abuses which formeriy scandalizeda Congress and 
the couatry. Mr. Cobb, of Indiana, contended 
that the present allowance, $125 a year, is suffi- 
cient to pay a members necessary expenses for 
stationery and postage, but he defended 
present system of allowing publications ordered 
by Congress to be sent through the maiis free of 
charge “for the information of the people.“ 
Gen. Browne, of Indiana, took similar ground in 
respect to the $126 allowance, but he declared 
that a very large proportion of the stuff now 
priated at the Goverument printing office and 
sent free to anybody and everybody is of little 
benetit to them—isia fact “only fit for bun- 
Ures. Thereal reform needed, Gen. Browne 
declared, is to stop printing about 9 per cent of 
the rubbish pow printed and circulated at the 
public expense. He thought that if the man 
who invented the scheme of printed verbatim 
reports of the debates were still living be ought 
to be promptly arraigned before a court-niar- 
tial, tried, condemned, and shot. 

Mr. Springer was the lonely individual who 
stood up for the restoration of the franking 
privilege; and he, with au unusual lack of cour- 
age, did so only indirectiy. He offered an 
amendment to provide for the issue of peualty 
envelopes "’ tu Congressmen and Senators, to be 
used only tor oficial correspondeuce. Mr. 
Springer, Mr. Sparks, and one or two more Dem- 
vcrats voted for this amendment, and their 
voices were the only ones ruised against che 
otherwise unanimous voice of the House against 
the Senate amendment. There is no danger ot 
the restoration of the franking privilege at this 
session.

AROUND THE WORLD. 


A Suit for $200,000 That Involved 
Three Continents Ended Quietly. 
Lowisville Commerctal, April 72. 

A great lawsuit, involving a claim of $200,000, 
one of the heaviest brought in any Louisville 
court for years, was ended yesterday by an 
agreed judgment for $30,000 and costs 
in favor of the  »plaintiffs. It was 
the case of Alexander, George, and William 
Cameron, of Virginia, and Robert Dunlop, of 
Louisville, againet George Campbell, of Kich- 
mond, Va., formerly of London. Unlike mgst 
heavy suits, this bas progressed in silence. It was 
entered in chancery three years ago, and has 
dragged along siowly and without pubiic 
notice. The few lines ot entry yesterday 
brought it to the surface, and it was 
discovered that the great suit had been 
won without a trial, but only after the 


records of evidence, 6,000 pages in number, had 
been massed by months ot labor and the de- 
feated side saw that the fight was useless. The 
Camerons, Dunlop, and Campbell were all 
at one time and for a number of years 
partoers in the tobacco business. hey 
had warehouses in London, Liverpooi, 
and at Melbourne, Australia, and tobacco 
barns at Richmond, Va., Peterspurg, Va. „, 
Louisville and Henderson, Ky., in this country. 
It was a wealthy and important company, doing 
a business which, ior years yielded an average 
profit of $200,000 per year. Alexander Cameron, 
who lived at Richmond, Va., the oldest of the 
firm, was the general manager. George Camp- 
bell wus the anager of the London house and 
cashier for the entire business. All the re- 
ports were made to him because his oflive 
was more central and transacted the greatest 
amount of business, The firm was established 
shortly after the War, and was kuown all over 
the world bonorably and well. The members 
were all wealthy on their own account, and 
wealthy corporately. Everything ran along 
smoothly until 1875, when it was discovered that 
George Campbell bad lost all his priacely private 
fortune,.of more than a miliion dollars in 
wild speculations. An investigation of his at- 
fairs revealed that be had dabbied in marine 
speculations and had interests in merchant voy- 
ages to all parts of the world, which, with singu- 
lar fatality, always proved losses. Not only this, 
but bis accounts as cashier of the firm were in 
confusion and he could make no settiement. He 
was at once retired from the firm and aa effort 
made to straigbten out bis accounts, 

He never made a settlement, but it was dis- 
covered that $200,000 of the firm’s money had 
tone with his own in the speculations, and to re- 
cover this amount the remaining members 
brought suit against bim three years ago. He 
shortiy afterwards went into bankruptcy, and 
removed to America. He now resides at Rich- 
mond, Va. He managed to save enough 
out of the wreck to go into bus! 
ness again, and, as luck would have it, 
his office in Richmond is next door to that of 
his former partner, Alexander Cameron. He 
has failed once since he began business here, 
but has made a third start. 

In the course of the preparations for trial 
6,000 pages of testimony and records’ bave 
been made at a cost of about $2,000. The 
trial was about to come on, when Campbell 
concluded to conféss judgment, and through 
his attorneys here axzreed to give up all he 
possessés in full of all demgnds. This was 
accepted, and a judgment for and costs 
agreed upon. It was entered yesterday. The 
costs to Campbell will be about $5,000 or 566.000. 
while the Uamerons and Dunlop lose 5170, 000. 
which they are abie to lose, inasmuch as they 
never realiy bad it. 

And so another Jarndyce vs. Jarndyce dies 
out of chancery’ quietly, and with no outward 
evidences oi the struggle of years.

Yesterday the licenses of 
the saloons having expired, and no new ones 
having been granted them by the City Council, 
the doors of all the saloons were closed, and dd- 
mittance. (by the front door) was refused to all 
those who desired to enter. Today the attorneys 
tor the liquor men are hard at work trying to 
effect some sort of settlement with the City 
Council whereby their clieuts will be ubie to re- 
sume business witbout fear of arrest or other 
trouble. iv addition to this difficulty, a petition 
is in circulation, and was last nigut presented to 
the City Council, asking that body to inerease 
the saloon license to 85.000 a vear. The present 
tax is $1,.000a year. To say the liquor dealers 
aud their friends are angry over this accumula- 
tion of trouble is to draw it exceedingly mid.
